program tree before it could ripen. 
In a surprising but not unprecedent­ 
ed move, the Department of Defense 
announced 
the 
cancellation of 
the 
Manned Orbiting Lab program for “ ec­ 
onomic reasons“ and because it was a 
compromise between terminating one 
large program or many smaller ones. 
According to Deputy Defense Secretary, 
David Packard, adding up all the ad- 
vantages of the various programs con­ 
sidered, the conclusion was reached 
that the smaller programs had more 
to offer in total than did the MOL. 
The cancellation of the MOL took 
the Department of Defense out of the 
man in space program— at least for 
now. There is talk about NASA and 
the DOD joining hands in some type

of a manned space program but ao 
cording to the most knowledgeable sour­ 
ces on the subject it Is only talk as of 
now. 


The Shockwaves created by the ann­ 
ouncement yesterday still are rever­ 
berating 
up 
and 
down the valley, 
throughout the state and across the 
land. Hardest hit are firms such as 
McDonnell Douglas, Martin Marietta, 
GE, UTC, Aerojet and other major 
contractors not to mention upwards of 
80 
other 
firms which had a good 
“ chunk of the action.” 


Oddly enough, Vandenberg and this 
area were not nearly so hard hit by 
the decision as were the other areas 
of the nation directly concerned with the 
program. Because the MOL was to be 
launched from here, it was natural that 
people unfamiliar 
with the program 
thought that most of the building work 
was done here too. Actually, the con-

have been completed within about 90 
days. At that time, many of the con­ 
struction workers would have been leav­ 
ing the area— cancellation or no. The 
input of the hundreds of engineers and 
technicians had not yet begun.

The big loss to Vandenberg and the 
area will be in the realm of what might 
have been: 
that big economic peach 
just ripening— the cream on the milk. 
Had the MOL gone along and into phase 
two, hundreds of new employes and 
their families would have moved here, 
bought homes and helped to push the 
valley to a new plane of growth. Add­ 
itionally, the fact that Lompoc would 
have bathed in the glory of the inter­ 
national publicity would have generated 
considerable interest in the area among 
industries and businesses looking for new 
locations and new opportunities. 
As many observers commented yes­ 


terday, “ Well, we are lucky. It isn’t 
nearly so damaging now as it could 
have been had it happened a year or 
two hence.” But regardless of how one 
phrases It, there are not many bright 
spots to be found in the cancellation 
of a j^rogram destined to cost upwards 
of $3 billion. The amount of money 
becomes m^re understandable if one con­ 
siders that at the moment the entire 
investment at Vandenberg amounts to 
only $1.6 billion. 
Naturally, only a small portion of the 
funds directly committed to the MOL 
would have come here; most would have 
gone to GE in Philadelphia to pay for 
the experiments, to Denver where Mar­ 
tin is located and to Huntington Beach 
where McDonnell Douglas is located. 
The size of the dollar-pie destined for 
here is difficult to determine because 
of the complexity of the funding pro­ 
gram and the many contractors invol­ 
ved, but 
a good estimate came from 
the Congressional Record of Feb. 24. 


1966. It put the figure at $114 million— 
$80 million for ground support equli>- 
ment and $34 million for construction 
and land acquisition. Some estimates 
say that $30 million have been spent 
here todate. 


Dark news of the type announced by 
DOD naturally gives birth to a pess­ 
imistic climate in the business comm­ 
unity and yesterday the valley was ripe 
with stories of Investment losses and 
sick jokes about suicides. But in real­ 
ity, the gravity of the situation is not 
nearly so dark nor dismal as people 
tend to think According to the best 
estimates available, including high rank­ 
ing officers, congressmen and others, 
Vandenberg’s potential as an aerospace 
center will continue to increas»' and its 
stability as one of the key installations 
in the nation cannot be questioned. 


At present, work is moving along 
ra{)idly on a program to launch huge 
Titan HID vehicles, each wearing five- 


segment solid motors, from SLC-4E 
on South Vandenberg. These hlgldy sec­ 
ret vehicles undoubtedly wHl take up 
part of the role formerly assigned to 
the MOL. In his announcement caiK^ell- 
Ing the MOL, Packard made such a pre­ 
diction. Already being launched out of 
South Vandenberg is the Titan HIB which 
does secret space snooping for the 
government. Just recently completed 
were new Minuteman HI complexes and 
on the drawing board are plans for a 
$46 mlHlon communications faeilltv on 
North Vandenberg. Cbviously Vanden­ 
berg is here to stay and to grow in 
concert with military and space tech­ 
nology. 
The area has lived with peaks and 
valleys common to defense contracts 
for more than ten years. At the mom­ 
ent. it is all speculation, but out of 
the Mhes ot the MOL may emerge 
Other programs not yet envisioned. The 
loss of the MOL was painful but not 
deadly. 
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Minuteman II costs said 
^4 billion over estimate 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - A Pentagon 
official testified today that the Minute- 
man II missile is expected to cost al­ 
most $4 billion more than original esti­ 
mates and that the price of a rescue 
submarine has increased 2,700 percent. 
Barry J. Shillito, 
assistant defense 
secretary for installations and logistics 
told the ^nate - House economy in Gov 
ernment Subcommittee that the cost 
increases were mostly 
due to “ in­ 
creased sophistication” built into the 
projects after original estimates were 
made. 
Shillito also rebutted testimony given 
to the subcommittee Tuesday that the 
armed services intentionally underesti­ 
mate the cost of weapons because Con­ 
gress might scrub programs if it knew 
the full amount in advance. 
Shillito conceded there was an “ over­ 
optimism 
problem” regarding early 
cost estimates, but said he disagreed 
completely with a statement of Gordon 
W. Rule, the Navy’s director of procure­ 
ment control, that the services 
“ play 
games” with the estimates. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., sub­ 
committee 
chairman, 
told Shillito: 
“ When they are off so consistently 
it 
seems that it is something more than 
optimism.” 
Proxmire asked Shillito about reports 
that the cost of the Minuteman n had in­ 
creased 
from $3.2 billion to $7 billion. 
“ This is pretty much the numbers that 
have been passed on by the Air Force,” 
Shillito replied. 
Proxmire also asked if reports were 
true that the unit cost of a deep-diving 
rescue submarine had increased from 
$3 million to $80 million. 
Shillito conceded the figures were ac­ 
curate but said the program had been 
improved so much it is “ almost totally 
different from the one we embarked on.” 


The subcommittee also was told that 
the Pentagon is so anxious to keep wea­ 
pons contractors 
prosperous that gov­ 
ernment employes who try to cut costs 
are subject to retaliation. 


A. Ernest Fitzgerald said project man­ 
agers who attempt to rtxpiire economies 
are subject to “ financial 
retribution, 
loss of status and social sanctions.” 
As a result, he said, “ the most suc- 


cessful government project 
managers 
take a detached view of all financial 
matters once they make sure they have 
enough money to cover their contrac­ 
tors’ requirements.” 
Largest budget in history approved 


in Lompoc City Council session 


The Lompoc City Council last night 
approved the largest budget in the his­ 
tory of the city and instructed the city 
administrator to pr^are the final buck- 
get based on a $1.24 per $100 tax rate. 
The budget calls for expending $4,- 
136,591 during tlie upcoming fiscal year. 
Council concluded its study on the 
budget in record time, using two lengthy 
sessions to prune and hammer away at 
mostly small items. 
Only one item came up for criticism 
from a taxpayer and that was the an­ 
nouncement that $1.18 of the $2 sewer 
service charge would be rtxjuired to 
meet the operation and maintenance 
costs required of the sewer system. 
City Administrator 
Gene 
WaJilers 
noted that the thinking is to transfer 
18-cents 
from 
the 
$1 sewer serv­ 
ice charge earmarked for sewer plan 
construction. He said that people would 
be far more receptive to using the 18- 
cents from the construction fund than 
they would to increasing the sewer 
service rate. 
Ed Rodgers, a member of the citi­ 
zens committee who worked up a study 
on the sewer needs of the city, said tfiat 
he felt the city was being unfair to 
the people. When the sewer rate was 


hiked from $1 to $2 people had been 
insured that $1 would go to the con­ 
struction fund, he said. 
Wählers said tliat the ordinance per­ 
mitted the use as proposed and that he 
had consulted with George Cotsenmoyer, 
committee chairman, who had agreed 
with his thinking. Wählers also noted 
that the construction fund would have 
sufficient funds to meet the needs. 
In an unrelated action, council trimmed

Directors Virgil Phelps, Division 2, 
Lompfx-, noted that the rate had been re­ 
duced from 13 cents in 1960-67, and 
added “ I think the board has done agoijd 
job in holding the line on the tax rate аш1 
even reducing it.” 
The vote came after Phelps’ 
suc­ 
cessful effort in cutting Ijack a pro- 
posed ex;>enditure of $20,000 for the 
sfXfcial services fund to $12,000. Boyd 
Bettancourt, 
district 
secretary, had 
estimated the district spent $21,000 on 
the fund thus far ¿n the current year, or 
$11,000 more than had been budgeted. 
Much of the money was related to engi­ 
neering and legal services related to 
Lompoc Project. 
The special services fund is used to 
pay the district’s engineering firm and 
attorney fees for legal services ren­ 
dered over and above the budgeted re­ 
tainer of $8,500. 
Bettancourt 
told the directors he 
had proposed $20,000 for the 
fund 
because of the large amount of money 
spent in that category thus far in the 
current year. The 1969-70 fiscal year 
ends June 30. 
Phelps at first recommended a fig­ 
ure of $10,000 for the fund, but agreed 
to the compromise of $12,000. The di­ 
rectors agreed that moie money would 
be available if needed from the dis­ 
trict’s 
estimated 
reserves of about 
$70,000. 
A breakdown of the budget includes 
provisions of $3,600 salary for the sec­ 
retary; 
$1,800 for the part time clerk; 


$12,000, 
special services; 
$8,500, 
attorney fees; 
$500, travel; $900 rent 
(for the quarters the district rents from 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District, Improvement District I); 
$500, 
directors' fees (At $25 per di­ 
rector for a maximum of four quar- 
terly meetings); 
$1,000, election fees 
(an estimated sum the district 
may 
tiave to spend if the November election 
for three seats is unable to be coupled 
with another election ballot); 
$750, 
miscellaneous. 
The eight-cent tax rate will raise 
about $28,000 on an estimated assessed 
valuation of $35,500,000. 
In 1967-68 
when the district biaid a rate of nine 
cents there was an assessed valuation of 
$28,800,000.

(UPI) — A 
white jury has found a white 
Detroit policeman innocent of 
first degree murder of a young 
Negro at the Algiers Motel 
during the 1967 Detroit riots. 
'Marvelous, marvelous,’ said 
the soft-spoken, square-jawed 
Ronald W. August as he dodged 
newsmen 
after 
the 
verdict. 
“ I’m gonna pray now.” 
“ I didn’t look for them to find 
him guilty,” said the victim’s 
mother, Mrs. Rebecca Pollard, 
"because 
all 
whites 
stick 
together.” 
The 
controversy over the 
fatal shooting of three black 
teen-agers at the motel bubbled 
again today in the wake of 
August’s acquittal. 
The jury of 11 women and 
one man deliberated two hours 
and 40 minutes Tuesday before 
acquitting the suspended De­ 
troit policeman. 
He was tried for the shotgun 
slaying of Auburey Pollard, 19, 
in the Algiers Motel’s Manor 
Annex July 26, 1967. Police and 
National Guard troops swept 
the 
building in 
a hunt for 
alleged snipers and left the 
bodies of Pollard, Fred Temple, 
18, and Carl Cooper, 17, when 
they departed. 
August is believed the first 
Michigan policeman ever prose­ 
cuted in the death of a Negro. 
A phalanx of burly police 
whisked him away from the 
crowded 
courtroom 
in 
the 
nearly all-white town 100 miles 
west of Detroit. The case was 
heard here on a change of 
venue. 
“ This (the murder charge) 
was a millstone around my 
neck,” August said. “ It was the 
big one. Now we have to face 
the others.” 
August, two other suspended 
white Detroit policemen Robert 
Paille, 33, and David Senak, 2; 
and 
private 
guard 
Melvin 
Dismukes, 
a 
Negro, 
face 
federal charges of conspiracy 
to violate the civil rights of the 
several Negroes and two white 
prostitutes in the motel. 
August, a former police band 
clarinetist, also is named as a 
co-conspirator but not a defen­ 
dant 
in 
a 
Wayne 
County 
(Detroit) charge of “ conspiracy 
to commit a legal act in an 
illegal manner.” Senak, Paille 
and Dismukes are named as 
defendants. 
Within 
hours of 
August’s 
acquittal, 
State 
Sen. 
Basil 
Brown, 
D-Highland 
Park, 
a 
Negro, charged Circuit Court 
Judge William J. Beer, who 
presided over the trial, with 
“apparent 
collusion with the 
attorney for the defendant.” 
Brown petitioned the State 
Senate to immediately ask the 
State Judicial Tenure Commis­ 
sion to investigate the conduct 
of the judge, who shifted the 
trial to this town which was the 
home 
of assassinated black 
nationalist Malcolm X during 
the late 1930s. 
August 
admitted he killed 
Pollard, but testified as his own 
star witness that he acted in 
self-defense 
after 
the youth 
twice grabbed for his shotgun 
while they were alone in a 
room. 
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spokesmen said. 
The base’s defenders, mem­ 
bers of the 196th Light Infantry 
Brigade, threw out the invaders 
and after sunup found 27 North 
Vietnamese bodies, a flameth­ 
rower and 12 rifles on the 
battlefield.

Air ForceC47gunshipsdropped 
flares and helicopter gunships 
sprayed the base’s perimeter 
with thousands of rounds of ma- 
chinegun fire before the attack 
broke off.

’Bugged' conversations 
reveal Mafia techniques

and the protocol of murder and

Department released the trans­ 
cript of wire-tapped conversa­ 
tions of reputed Mafia chief­ 
tains. 
In 13 volumes of dialogue 
released at the insistence of an 
alleged Cosa 
Nostra 
leader 
under indictment, the hoodlums 
talked about the infiltration of 
legitimate business, the bribing 
of public 
officials 
and the 
niceties of killing. 
In one conversation recorded 
by the FBI at "The Bar,” a 
tavern in- Mountainside, N.J., 
owned by Mafia Captain Angelo 
(the Gyp) Decarlo, the gang­ 
sters apparently 
were con­ 
cerned about the necessity of a 
clean, bloodless killing so as not 
to “disgrace” the victim. 
Decarlo said a fatal shot of 
dope should be administered to 
the victim and then went on to 
relate another killing: 


. . .‘‘There was me, Zip and 
Johnny Russell. So we took the 
guy out in the woods. . .1 said 
‘You gotta go, why not let me hit 
you right in the heart, and you 
won’t feel a thing.’ He said, 
‘I’m innocent Ray (Decarlo’s 


nickname) but if you got to do 
it’. . .So I hit him in the heart 
and it went right through him.”

tory tells us the first thing 
Columbus did on wading ashore 
In the new world was to raise 
the flag of Spain.

protocol hasn’t 
changed much in the explora­ 
tion business. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration (NASA) 
said Tuesday the Apollo 11 
astronauts will plant an Ameri­ 
can flag when they land on the 
moon next month. 
What’s more, they will hoist a 
second Stars and Stripes for a 
moment, then bring it back for 
presentation to the organization 
whose largess made the trip 
possible — the U.S. Congress, 
The gift to the legislators 
took on added significance in 
the 
wake of a debate over 
whether the spacemen should 
take along the United Nations 
flag as a gesture of internation- 
al goodwill. 
NASA administrator Thomas 
0. Paine testified in April no 
decision had been made what 
flag to fly. He said the State 
Department suggested the U.N. 
flag as a possibility. 
Rep. Burt L. Talcott, R-Calif., 
told Paine bluntly that if the 


U.N. flag went up, the agency 
might as well forget about the 
extra billions it said it needed 
to keep ahead of the Soviet 
Union in space. 
NASA 
officials 
got 
the 
message and advised key House 
members Tuesday the national 
rather than the international 
banner would be carried by the 
astronauts. 


Most 
House members re­ 
ceived the NASA decision with 
pleasure but as a precaution, 
they approved an amendment 
to the agency’s $3.9 billion 
annual authorization bill that 
only 
the 
Stars 
and Stripes 
would be raised on the moon. 
The amendment was offered by 
Rep. Richard L, Roudebush, R- 
Ind. 


The authorization bill itself 
passed 32 to 52 and was sent 
to the Senate where more may 
be heard about flags. 
All the talk about "flying” 
the flag on the moon may prove 
disappointing 
in 
the 
end. 
There’s no atmosphere on the 
lunar surface and unless they 
starch the flag, it is going to 
hang from its staff like a limp 
dishrag.

Pinay, 77, a conservative, 
was prime minister in 1952 
during the fourth republic. As

largely responsible for halting 
runaway monetary inflation and

think Pompidou is the

Safer Hand on the Wheel 


LEARNING ABOUT DRIVING—Students competing in the AM-VETS-I)odge Drive

DETROIT — (NEA) — For 
years now, America’s traffic 
safety e x p e r t s , self-ap­ 
pointed and otherwise, have 
been pointing accusing fin­ 
gers 
at 
various 
elements 
which compose the problem. 
Ralph Nader began the as­ 
sault with a left hook to the 
automotive industry, claim­ 
ing cars to be “ Unsafe at 
Any Speed.’’ And he had a 
point which, privately, the 
auto moguls admitted. 
The highway forces have 
been hit regularly, the accu­ 
sation being that they have 
done little or nothing to im­ 
prove the basic safety of 
t u r n p i k e s and other thor­ 
oughfares. And the accusers 
had a point. 
Finally, it’s the driver’s 
turn. Since he is the chap 
who makes the car move— 
or 
not m o V e — it is only 
proper to take a careful look 
at his ability to control an 
automobile. More often than 
not, he has about as much 
ability as a stone. 
A number of critics are 
now zeroing in on public 
school driver education pro­ 
gram s which, they say, offer 
precious little instruction to 
neophyte drivers. About all 
the driver gets in most pro­ 
gram s is sufficient ability to 
pass a state driver’s test— 
which is no indication of how 
well he can handle some 
4,000 pounds of metal 
in 
emergency situations. 


The average driver’s test 
is a calm, cautious arrange­ 
ment. Licensed driver-to-be 
gets a quick eye test, a 
chance to answer a few mul­ 
tiple-choice and true-or-false 
questions (high school driv­ 
ing instructors g e n e r a l l y 
provide the questions and 
a n s w e r s in class) and a 
quick practical test. 
Occasionally, such t e s t s 
are held on the public roads, 
a l t h o u g h the roads are 
nearly empty of traffic, or 
on a specially d e s i g n e d 
closed course. 
The e x a m i n e r , usually 
bored and irritable, tells the 
examinee to start, stop, park 
and turn around. Bingo, he 
gets his license unless he 
runs over a curbstone or ap­ 
plies a lead foot to the ac­ 
celerator. 
Take that same n e w l y 
m i n t e d d r i v e r onto a 
crowded highway and it’s 


Fanicville. It’s understand­ 
able The driver has never 
had to cope with anything 
close to an emergency* 
Well, there’s a fairly new 
national program designed 
to p r o v i d e certain young 
drivers with that extra ex­ 
perience. 
Called 
the 
AM- 
VETS-Dodge Driver Excel­ 
lence program, it involves 
some 250.(KX) high school stu­ 
dents who compete locally 
and regionally until the na- 


tional runoffs in Detroit 
The program begins with 
a complicated h a n d l i n g , 
braking and vehicle maneu­ 
vering course for the state 
eliminations and graduates 
to a f 0 u r-p h a s e complex 
competition at the national 
level. 
The p r o p e r use of the 
safety equipment available 
in the car is a factor in both 
the s t a t e and n a t i o n a l 
events. Penalty points are 
awarded if the contestant 
doesn’t carry out such prac­ 
tices as fastening seat belts, 
locking doors, adjusting mir­ 
rors. and so on. 
The third phase of the na­ 
tional event is a test of the 
contestants’ driving ability 
under actual traffic condi­ 
tions. With a police officer 
acting as judge, the student 
competitor is put through a 
predetermined c o u r s e in­ 
volving street, intersection 
and thruway traffic prob­ 
lems. k'inal phase concerns 
the handling of a vehicle in 
an emergency situation. 
This is carried out by a 
contestant building a car to 
a specified speed and then, 
at a surprise signal, locking 
the brakes and controlling 
the car in a skidding condi­ 
tion. 
All of this is, of course, 
great fun and most useful. It 
might occur to somebody, 
somewhere, that such a pro­ 
gram might serve as a start 
for a national driver educa­ 
tion course in high schools.

Oil company request gets County delay 


County Board of Supervisors, 
which has called on Congress to 
consider equalizing 
welfare 
payments in the various states, 
has word from Sen. George Mur­ 
phy, R-Calif. Monday he has a 
bill in committee which would 
aid California and other states 
meet financing problems caused 
by influx of welfare migrants. 
Sen Murphy said his propos­ 
ed measure calls on the Fed­ 
eral government to pay tht^ en­ 
tire costs for welfare recipients 
from the time they enter a state 
from another state until the time 
they would have become eligible 
under state eligibility statutes 
overthrown by 
the Supreme 
Court. 
Sen. Murphy felt that the high 
court “ has meddled and mud- 


dled’’ in welfare. 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Robert Finch noted 
the 
supervisors’ 
resolution 
calling for equal welfare pay­ 
ments 
and promised 
help 
wherever his office could do so 
to help meet current welfare 
problems due to “wide dis­ 
parity 
in payments” in the 
states. 
“ It’s im(X)sslble for county 
taxpayers to pick up the bill” 
commented Supervisor Joe J. 
Callahan 
The supervisors jqiproveci a 
suggestion by SujTervlsor Cur­ 
tis Tunnell. He asked that Con­ 
gressional 
bills 
seeking 
to 
change the welfare system be 
analyzed by the county counsel 
and administrative officer. 


Oil companies can’t expect 
much from the county so long 
as the county’s major legal ac­ 
tion against the oil industry is 
pending in Federal court. 
Sun Oil Company’s requestor 
the county to allow a right-of- 
way over the county’s offshore 
trust area for pipelines to a 
proposed oil drilling platform 
in Federal waters was turned 
down by the supervisors Mon­ 
day. 
Supervisors were told the 
company sought to lay the sub­ 
marine 
pipelines 6,150 feet 


from a Ventura County location 
just south of Carpintería to an 
offshore lease.

The most common way of 
giving up an early trick is 
the duck play. Usually you 
duck when you hold the ace 
of the suit led against you, 
but there are occasions when 
you should duck with other 
holdings. 
North’s two no-trump bid 
was based on his good club 
suit and rather conservative. 
Many players would jump 
right to three no-trump. 
If South puts his king of 
spades on East's queen and 
tries the club finesse. East 
will take his king and lead 
back his second spade. West 
will collect four quick spade 
tricks and South will com ­ 
plain about how his finesses 
never work. 
If South simply ducks the 
queen of spades East will 
play back the nine West will 
take his ace since there can 
be no reason to hold off. West 
will know that his partner 
can’t have another spade to 
lead to him later on. Then it 
won’t m a t t e r what West 
does. South will lose the club 
finesse. East will lead back 
some red card and South will 
rnakp four no-trump. 


Should spades divide 4-3 
instead of 5-2 the duck play 
won’t matter. South was sure 
to make his contract in any 
event. Of course, there is one 
slight chance that South will 
lose by ducking. 


That five of spades lead 
and the queen play by East 
might be a doubleton lead by 
W’est and a brilliant play by 
East to give the impression 
that he, not West, was short 
of spades. In that case a 
South who ducked would pay 
off to amazing defense.

“ I just haven't been able to 
correct it," said Nicklaus. The 
two-time U.S. Open Champion 
from Ohio didn’t disclose what 
his problem is, but he hasn’t 
won a tournament since San 
Diego back in January and on 
Tuesday he dropped a little 
Nassau money to Palmer’s two- 
over-par 72. 


Palmer, getting ready forthe 
last Open he’ll play under the 
age of 40, also knows what he 
has been doing wrong in recent 
years and he thinks he may be 
correcting it. It’s his “concen­ 
tration."

With a team that consisted of 
only five seniors, the Lompoc 
Braves baseball team appears 
to be building a dynasty after 
winning the 1969 Santa Barbara 
County League title this past 
spring. 
The 
young 
Braves ripped 
league opponents this year by 
taking 13 of their 15 conference 
games to set a league record 
for wins. They also led the 
league in batting and had nine 
players attain all-SBCL sta- 
tus. 
Led by the Howell brothers, 
senior Bob and freshman Roy, 
Lompoc broke or tied 16 team 
records and led the league in 
four categories. Six hitters bat­ 
ted over .300 for the year as the 
Braves hit .279 in conference 
play and had a club record .273 
overall average. 
Senior Bob Howell set five 
team records and batted .352 
for the season, as he was nam­ 
ed co-Player of the Year in the 
SBCL. His 188 innings played, 
88 times at bat and 31 hits 
were all club records. He also 
led the team with two home runs 
and 27 runs batted in, along 
with knocking in 19 to win the 
league RBI title. Bob was a 
m aster in the field, as he play­ 
ed nearly every position without 
making a single error, while 
appearing in a school record 
26 games. 
Bob's younger brother, Roy, 
was equally impressive as he 
led the Braves in six depart­ 
ments and batted .338 over the 
year. The hardhitting freshman 
third baseman crossed the plate 
21 times to set a club record. 
He smacked six doubles and two 
triples, along with collecting 
three sacrifices. Roy alsoshiiv 
ed in the field, making only 
four 
miscues in 
26 
games 
played. 
Sophomore 
first baseman 
Monte Bolinger finished the sea­ 
son as one of the league’s top 
hitters and led the conference 
in stolen bases, with seven. His 
.429 league average set a team 
mark for a SBCL batting av­ 
erage, while he topped the club’s 
regulars by hitting .365 over the 
entire season. Freshman Dave 
Stegman hit three points above 
Bolinger, but only appeared in 
seven games after being brought 
up from the jay vee squad late 
in the year. An all-league first 
team choice, Bolinger tied the 
team mark of nine stolen bas­ 
es, 
hit 
three sacrifices and 
made only one error in 26 
games, for a club infield re o 
ord. 
Carlos Gonzales was the only 
other Lompoc 
batsman, 
ex­ 
cluding catcher Tom Harmon, 
to play the full 26 games, as 
he made a total of only five er­ 
rors while playing second base. 
Gonzales took only the good 
pitches as he set club records 
by walking 18 times and strik­ 


ing out only six. The Braves, 
as a team, got a free pass to 
first base 108 times and made 
only 35 errors. The SBCL cham­ 
pions set a team record by col­ 
lecting 112 RBIs. 
Roy Thomas led a sharp pitch­ 
ing crew that won 18 games and 
lost seven, while giving up a to­ 
tal of 39 runs. The tall right­ 
hander led his team to the title 
with a 7-0 league record and a 
1.12 earned run average. Ted 
Torres and Tony Schütz were 
also impressive as both ranked 
among the league’s tophurlers. 
Torres, a sophomore, had a 3-1 
conference mark and won five 
of his seven outings. Schütz, a 
senior fireman, came back aft­ 
er suffering a shoulder injury 
earlier in the year to post a 
3-1 record in league along with a 
0.54 ERA. 
Bob Howell and Bolinger were 
joined on the elite SBCL first 
team by Thomas and Roy How­ 
ell. Gonzales, who batted only 
.222, but has been priased for 
his leadership on the field, was 
picked as a utility player on 
the second team for the second 
year in a row. Schütz and Tor­ 
res, Harmon, and Steve Froeh- 
lich, were all named to honor­ 
able mention status.

Athletics may draw 
Taft College to court

TAFT,Calif, (UPI}-The chief 
products of this sun-drenched 
San Joaquin Valley community 
are oil and nationally rated 
junior college football teams— 
not necessarily in that order. 
While 
the 
oil 
continues 
to 
bubble 
unendingly 
from 
the 
sagebrush covered earth, the 
future of the athletic program 
at little Taft College, enroll­ 
ment 500, is somewhat clouded, 
and it may take the courts to 
clear the air. 
Taft College has beenoperat» 
ing a maverick athletic pro. 
gram which has produced a 32-6 
football record in the past four 
years. This in turn has tripled 
home attendance and reaped a 
bumper crop harvest of athletic 
scholarships. 
Recruiters from four-year- 
colleges have been camping in 
Taft, waving 
scholarships at 
the products of head football 
coach* Tom Harrell. 
Many 
of the scholarships 
have gone to part of the flock 
of eastern students attracted by 
Taft’s unique setup. Last year’s 
grid team had 11 men from 
New York, seven from New 
Jersey, five from Pennsylvania 
and two from Massachusetts. 
Since 1965, Taft has been 
operating outside the frame, 
work of the California Junior 
College 
Athletic 
Association 
(CJCAA) which regulates athle- 
tics 
for 
all other twoyear 
schools in the state. 
The c o 11 e g e ’s board of 
trustees severed the ties in 
favor 
of the 
more 
liberal 
regulations 
of the 
National 
Junior College Athletic Associa 
tion (NJCAA). Taft’s drawing 
area has been whittled down to 
just two high schools (one of 
which plays six-man football) 
and the college was faced with 
the 
prospect 
of 
giving 
up 
football or joining the NJCAA. 
The switch forced Taft to 
schedule 
ouUotstate 
junior 
colleges, 
college 
freshmen 
teams 
and 
small 
four-year 
institutions, because the CJCAA 


initiated legislation preventing 
its members from competing 
with 
any 
California 
junior 
college that withdrew from the 
organization. Taft was the lone 
wolfe. 
Since 
affiliating 
with 
the 
NJCAA, Taft has played games 
in Washington, Oregon, Colora- 
do, 
Idaho, 
Utah, 
Arizona, 
Oklahoma 
and 
New Mexico. 
This 
interstate 
scheduling 
worked out satisfactorily for 
football but in other sports, 
Taft experienced some difficul­ 
ty, which in turn produced a 
waning interest. Last fall the 
school did not field a basketball 
team and the spring sports 
schedule was a bit on the puny 
side. 


Scheduling woes and ouUot 
state trip costs prompted the 
college to seek readmittance to 
the CJCAA two months ago. 
That effort failed last month 
when the athletic body turned 
down Taft’s request to have 
residency requirements waived 
for 28 out-o£district athletes. 
The CJCAA does, in some 
instances, grant such “ quota” 
athletes to smaller schools. 
However, 
Taft 
bolted 
the 
CJCAA 
because 
a 
similar 
request for 10 quota athletes 
was nixed four years ago. 
President 
Garlyn 
Basham 
said the college’s legal counsel 
advised the board it had a good 
case 
and might be able to 
break the CJCAA scheduling 
ban if it could be shown the ban 
had financially hurt the athletic 
program. 


“ We have even approached 
the state legislature but they 
want nothing to do with it,” 
Basham 
said. 
“ Our 
only 
recourse may be through the 
courts.” 
Basham 
called 
control of 
athletics by the CJCAA “ an 
obsession” and said he has yet 
to 
see the CJCAA make a 
decision to benefit the students. 
“ All are made on a punitive 
level,” he said. And there it all 
lies.

Alaska's Fabled Huskies Stock Boy V^ebb Graduates to Full-Time V^riting 
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Snowmobiles Take Over

BARROW. Alaska—(NEA)—He was once the noblest of 
anim als. Hooked to a sled many tim es his own weight he 
would pull it a hundred miles a day at an 8-10-m.p h trot 
Then, when the bitter night forced his halt, he would roll 
up in a ball and fall asleep in minus-50-degree winds. 
But no more. Today the storied Alaskan husky has de­ 
teriorated into a stringy, scroungy, bastardized cur. He 
seldom pulls sleds at all, certainly not for any long dis- 
tances. And. foi[.the most part, he just lies around looking 
half-starved, which he alw ays is. 
Simply put, they have been mechanized out of work 
Their duties are now being handled by noisy, gasoline- 
powered snowmobiles. 
The machines, which ride on ribbed conveyor belts, spin 
in and out of Barrow (and m ost other Alaskan towns) haul­ 
ing whale m eat and caribou skins at speeds that approach 
those of sm all autom obiles. 


They are expensive (from $700 for used ones to $2.000 for 
two-belt m onstrosities), but they are reliable and efficient 
Eskim os are so enthralled with them that some families 
own two or three. 
Residents here say the changeover was inevitable. They 
say that sled dogs were never really satisfactory. Too 
m any of them ate too much, or fought too much, or worked 
them selves to death before they had paid for their keep. 
Dog food was perhaps the m ajor draw back of the old 
anim al team s. Each of the dogs dem anded at least a pound 
of m eat every day. Even more when they w ere on the trail 
And in hard times much of their ration had to come out of 
the mouths of the dog owner’s family. 
Sometimes, the Eskimos recall, when times were really 
bad. the strong dogs would attack the weak. And there are 
some ominous tales of dog owners suffering the same fate. 
Then, too. the dogs were often vicious even without being 
particularly hungry. Prolonged fights between team dogs 
were regular happenings. Breaking them up was no easy 
m atter. Peace-m aking owners had to be brutal, but dis­ 
creet. Mostly, the Eskim os say, the owners would swing 
at rum ps or heads with the thick ends of long clubs 
Finally, there was the problem of sled dogs dropping 
dead from overexertion. Local natives rem em ber countless 
exam ples. And no wonder, for the anim als were called on 
to do the work, literally, of horses. 
Says one w eathered oldtim er: 
“ Dogs worked like hell, you bet. I see to that. No work 
and they get no food 
Or m aybe I kick them in the butt 
Best dogs were about three or four years old 
After that 
they break a leg on the hunt, or get killed by a w>lf—or 
m aybe they just get tired, lie down and die.” 
In sum, Eskim os of today rem em ber that the sled dogs of 
yesterday were ‘ O.K.“ Just “ O.K.” Thev were sturdy 
strong, energetic, devoted and well-trained* 
But they w eren’t snowmobiles. 
And so it is the husky has all but had his dav in the north- 
land The only serious breeding of the animal in Alaska is 
now being done by sport racing enthusiasts or people who 
want to sell pups to tourists. 
There are, however, some old-line sled dogs still around 
in the rem ote areas. They belong to natives who for rea 
sons of tradition, or perhaps lack of cash, have refused to 
change to gas vehicles. 
Unfortunately, these r e m a i n i n g work anim als are a 
motley lot. They are skinny, or cross-eyed, or gimp-legged 
of half crazy. 
’ 
Mostly, these dogs just sit now. tied to stakes chewing 
over long-picked bones. They howl and scratch and yawn

dreams. He has long since 
altered the dream, and now 
talks of possibly living in 
New England. 
It was probably reality 
which m a d e the dream 
change. After “The Grad­ 
uate” was first published, 
Webb found he had to go to 
work to earn money. 
“There were two reasons 
I became a stock boy,” he 
says. “Money was the prime 
reason, but I also did it for 
an experiment. I wanted to 
see if I could hold a job and 
write at the same time. The 
experiment was unsuccess­ 
ful—for me, writing has to 
be a full-time job.”

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Undergrad department of military 
science at UCSB to be replaced 
Television in Review 


The UCSB Academic Senate 
recently approved by a vote of 
59 to 30 a recommendation to 
replace 
the 
existing under­ 
graduate department of military 
science with a pre -profession­ 
al curriculum, such as those 
utilized by 
law, medicine and 
other professions. 
The Senate action was guided 
in part by a recent letter sent 
to college and university presi­ 
dents by Roger T. Kelley, as­ 
sistant 
secretary of defense, 
who stated that he and Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin Laird 
“ do not consider ROTC as the 
only means of gaining advan­ 
tage from our colleges and uni­ 
versities in the production of 
military officers.” 
Kelley invited the presidents 
to “ consider alternative means 
— beyond the ROTC concept or 
within — whereby the capabili­ 
ties of your institution can best 
contribute to this purpose.” 
The approved motion, which 
was submitted by the Senate’s 
committee on educational poli­ 
cy, must now go to a mail bal­ 
lot for consideration by the 
Senate’s full membership of 
500. 
Other resolutions proposing 
alternate plans for the ROTC 
program also may be included 
in the mail ballot. Senate chair­ 
man Clayton Wilson noted that 
“ it’s going to be a thick packet.” 
Results should be known by ear­ 
ly summer. 
If passed by the mail ballot, 
the motion would recommend 
the following to UC-President 
Charles Hitch through UCSB 
Chancellor Vernon I. Cheadle: 
—Utilization of traditional ac­ 
ademic departments rather than 
the ROTC program for those 
portions of the present m ili­ 
tary science curriculum whose 
content is primarily academic. 
-Requesting of guidelines by 
the Department of Defense for 
pre-professional preparation by 
students in military science so 
that appropriate courses in tra­ 
ditional departments may be 
disignated, or new courses de­ 
signed. 
—Banning from the Univer­ 
sity curriculum, and removal of 
credit, for courses dealing with 
the practical application of tac­ 
tical training, including drill. 


-Establishment 
within the 
University system of an appro­ 
priate professional curriculum 
concerned directly with m ili­ 
tary studies which would be sub­ 
ject to traditional supervision of 
the Academic Senate, with full 
Senate review of appointments. 
—modification during the in­ 
terim of the curriculum of the 
department of military science 
so that academically - oriented 
courses would be taught jointly 
by military science and other 
departments, or solely by other 
departments (except for intro- 


ductory courses in m ilitarvsci­ 
ence). 
Defeated at the Senate meeting 
were motions to strip academic 
credit from all courses in m ili­ 
tary science; to strip such cre­ 
dit 
from 
certain specified 
courses 
in military science; 
and to create a combined ci­ 
vilian-military department of 
military affairs under the juris­ 
diction of the Academic Sen­ 
ate. 
Though defeated, these mea­ 
sures may possibly be submit­ 
ted to the mail ballot.

From the very title, “ Hee

Is it no wonder the American taxpayer-citizen gets a 
little woozy with the workings of his bureaucracy when 
actions such as yesterday’s concerning the MOL program 
are announced? 
It is difficult to comprehend the scrapping of years of ef­ 
fort and more than a billion dollars of funds because it 
has been determined that a big project must go and little 
ones must be saved. 
This was, in essence, the explanation of the Department 
of Defense in the cancellation of the MOL program. A new 
administration came into power, began a review of previous 
administration activities particularly in the area of national 
defense spending because it is the biggest portion of a nat­ 
ional budget, and the slashings begin. Some programs they 
feel necessary, some they do not. In this case, it was a 


simple decision. They found an awful lot of sm aller pro­ 
gram s that in the conglomerate were necessary to the de­ 
fense posture of the country. They had a big one that was 
certainly doubtful and way above budget. 
Scrap the big one. 
Many taxpayer-citizens must ask why MOL was thought 
of to begin with if it was so susceptible to being aborted 
with a new administration in power. 
There is no simple answer to this question either, and 
our congressional representatives are asking this extrem­ 
ely important question concerning all m ilitary spending even 
to this date. 
We doubt, too, if they’ll find the answer. 
Such a mixture of politics and bureaucracy we can do 
without. 
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Troop withdrawal 
Capitol report by Bruce Biossat 


It is still much too early to make any lasting judgment 
on whether the withdrawal of 25,000 American soldiers from 
South Vietnam, announced by President Nixon at his Midway 
Island conference with President Thieu, is merely the “ token 
gesture’’ numerous critics of the war have branded it. 
While it is “ token” in the sense that it represents only 
about 1-22 of the total U.S. personnel in South Vietnam, much 
depends on what kind of troops they are. Not all the half, 
million-plus Americans are frontline soldiers, by any means. 
For every man who actively engages with the enemy, dozens 
more are required in supply and support roles. 
If the 25,000 are indeed combat troops—the President identi­ 
fied them only as “ the equivalent of a combat division” — 
the number is not as insignificant as it might seem at first 
blush. 
What is ultimately disappointing in the announcement, wel­ 
come as it is alter four years of seemingly endless escala­ 
tion and deeper and deeper American involvement in the war,

is that it was not presented as the first step in a scheduled 
series of similar withdrawals. 
The President said that he would announce plans for further 
redeployment of U.S. forces as decisions are made in the future, 
but there was no indication of the hoped-for scope or timing of 
such redeployment — say 25,000 troops in August, another 25,- 
000 by the end of this year, possibly a total of 100,000 by the 
end of 1970. 


Until it becomes unmistakably plain to Hanoi that South Viet, 
nam is definitely acquiring the capability to assume an increas­ 
ing share of its own defense, the fact that 25,000 American 
troops are going home is unlikely to have any dramatic ef­ 
fect on the progress of the peace negotiations in Paris. 
And until it becomes clear to Americans that the 25,000 
are the vanguard of 500,000 more, Midway is unlikely to satis­ 
fy for long the still-high expectations concerning the new ad­ 
ministration's ability to find the formula that will end the war. 


Welfare needs change 


It has never been a sin to be poor in 
this great country of plenty. Fact is, 
many of the pages of U.S. history were 
.written with the blood, pain and hung­ 
er of the poor. Horrible were the days 
when children were held captive and re­ 
quired to do slave la­ 
bor in mines and fac­ 
tories 
while 
their 
parents cried in vain 
for 
jobs; 
terrible 
were the groans of 
the 
hungry 
during 
the times of pover­ 
ty generated by de­ 
pressions; ugly and 
deep were the scars 
left on the minds and 
bodies of the children 
born of the dust bowls, cannery rows, 
and slave camps. 
Many of our present welfare programs 
are outgrowths of early governmental 
efforts to reduce the pain of those 
terrible sores which had festered upon 
the soul of America. Many of the pro­ 
grams are still in existence today be­ 
cause the sores remain. To deny that 
situations and conditions exist today 
that are as horrible and terrible as 


those that existed decades ago is to 
refuse to open one’s eyes and ears. 
The horrible suffering and pitiful exis­ 
tence to be found in the poverty pock­ 
ets of West Virginia, the South and city 
ghettos cannot be denied nor lightly dis­ 
missed — not by people with compassion 
and charity in their hearts. But the fact 
that such sores continue to blight the 
skin of a nation so healthy that it could 
easily prevent every child from going 
hungry and every senior citizen from 
being penniless remains a great mys­ 
tery, made the more so by the fact that 
the cost of welfare is rocketing upwards 
like a missile. The nature and manner 
of operating welfare programs are be­ 
coming increasing concerns across the 
land and the overtaxed middle class which 
must pay the tab is beginning to balk. 
Something must be done and it must be 
done soon. 
No thinking person would have the gov­ 
ernment turn its back on the down­ 
trodden, the poor, the hungry nor the 
sick, but the thinking people are be­ 
ginning to get alarmed about welfare 
abuses and programs which promote 
lying, cheating, illigitimate births and 
immorality. What is needed now is a 
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'Guess what! I've gotta go to sum m er school- 
get m uch out of the regular year!" 
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sound and carefully thought out plan 
that can redirect our farm surpluses 
to feed the hungry and our factory sur­ 
pluses to meet the needs of the poor 
and destitute. Such a plan must embody 
a new attitude toward welfare, one that 
promotes social independence by the in­ 
dividual, not dependence. Getting some­ 
thing for nothing is no way to motivate 
persons to higher levels of learning nor 
to apply their own abilities. The creat­ 
ing of means whereby the energies of the 
welfare 
recipients 
can be tapped 
and channeled into an area for the good 
of the general public would spur public 
acceptance of welfare and probably re­ 
duce the costs. 
Presently in Santa Barbara County wel­ 
fare costs 41-cents per $100 assessed 
valuation and it is expected to go high­ 
er. The magnitude of the annual welfare 
tab comes into sharper focus if one 
considers that the property tax for the 
entire city of Lompoc amounts to only 
$1.24 per $100. 
In this county, as in every other 
county in the nation, there are thou­ 
sands of jobs which need doing and jobs 
which could be done by the healthy and 
qualified people drawing welfare if they 
were 
properly organized and properly 
supervised. 
Today when we have the means and the 
wherewithall to travel to the moon, there 
can be no acceptable reason why we can’t 
harness the needs of the welfare re­ 
cipient to the needs of the state so 
that all may profit.

the fact that millions of' 
acres of the “people's 
land” are yearly be- 
a 
ing robbed of their pro- 
f 
ductive usefulness by 
the farmer folk of As­ 
ia, Africa and Latin 
America. 
These are the folk, struggling in ig­ 
norance and poverty, who most need the 
help of young, bright, energetic, well- 
trained and dedicated Americans and 
Europeans of good advantage. 
It shows some kind of idealistic con­ 
cern when young people carry placards 
announcing 
their 
sympathies for the 
starving Biafrans. 
It would show a great deal more if ev­ 
en a few were to declare their intention 
to join in some kind of unilagging effort 
to halt the steady enlargement of the great 
Sahara desert which year by year de­ 
stroys more and more productive food- 
lands. 
Along its 3,750-mile southern border, 
the Sahara aidvances from one to 6*/4 
miles each year as primitive farmers 
overgraze the land, burn pastures to get 
quick, new growth and expose the de­ 
fenseless earth to a blazing sun that 
makes new desert. 
In the past 50 years, scientists esti­ 
mate the Sahara’s southern border has 
been extended 150 to 200 miles beyond its 
old limits. 
Africa, already the weakest producer 
of foodstuffs of any continent, is grow­ 
ing proportionately weaker as man’s 
ravages continue. Some 250 million ac­ 
res of useful, protective tropical for­ 
est south of the Sahara are stripped 
bare today. 
But man’s sometimes irreversible 
misuse of the land goes on in many 
quarters of the globe. Latin America 
loses 25 million acres of tropical for­ 
est a year. Asia strips 20 million acres 
a year. 
Fire is the great weapon. Land-hungry 
farmers burn off the trees, quickly 
and crudely “ mine” the earth for a 
few good crops, then move on to spread 
new havoc elsewhere, leaving behind de­ 
teriorating soils prey to another great 
enemy — erosion by wind and water. 
World agriculture specialists estimate 
that erosion damages 15 per cent of the 
world’s useful crop-and-pasture land, 
some of it totally beyond repair. 
In East African Somalia, a country 
of 2.7 million people a bit smaller 
than Texas, 90 per cent of all farm­ 
land is eroded or menaced. Even a sup­ 
posedly rich agricultural nation like 
Argentina finds a fourth of its cultivat­ 
ed land suffering erosion. 
The experts say 30 per cent of the 
globe’s expoitable soils are exposed 
to erosion or infertility by the crude 
farming practices of the underdevelop- 
ed peoples — and it is they who most 
need the nourishment of rich, enduring 
crops and livestock yields. 
Some 80 per cent of the farmers in 
the developing nations live at bare sub­ 
sistence levels. For millions, their total 
yearly cash income does not exceed 
$10. 
The reclaiming of soitrich but dry 
land through irrigation is properly seen 
as one of the great, healthy counter- 
trends. But millions of farmers mis. 
use irrigation water so seriously as 


either to waste it grossly or damage 
and destroy millions of fruitful acres. 
In West Pakistan’s immense Indus riv­ 
er 
system, 
the world’s largest irri­ 
gated area embracing 12 million acres, 
some 50 per cent of the land is damaged 
by water-logging and excessive salt. The 
ravages spread across as many as 
100,000 new acres a year. More than 
three million Indus acres are presently 
considered lost to farming. 
Indus farm output might go up four­ 
fold if irrigation were well-used. Tur­ 
key also would gain materially, as would 


other lands either misusing irrigation 
water or suffering other grave drain­ 
age problems. 


Morover, U.N. farm experts say that 
with just a 20 per cent improvement 
in irrigation efficiency, the world’s ad­ 
ditional irrigation water needs estimat­ 
ed for 1985 could be cut in half. 


If the world’s poor farmers are ever 
to break their down-cycle of malnutri­ 
tion and despair, they need much of the

A few of these types 
are exceedingly rare' and may bring 
as much as from $20 to $100 per 18- 
inch length among collectors, accord­ 
ing to the release. 
A highlight of the convention will be 
a contest to determine the “California 
Wire-Splicing Champion” with ground 
rules laid down by the California Barb 
Wire Collectors Association. 
The Association was organized in 
Fresno in January of this year and 
has now grown to more than 40 mem­ 
bers who are expected to turn out in 
full force in Porterville. Planning to 
attend is Jesse S. Smith of Maywood, 
California, who is the author of the 
book “ Early United States Barbed Wire 
Patents.” According to Smith’s book 
more than 400 U.S. barbed wire pat­ 
ents were issued between the years 
1867 and 1893. 
Knowing all this and the important 
fact that some 18-inch pieces of barbed 
wire can bring between $20 and $100, 
farmers and ranchers of this area would 
be well-advised to check their fences 
and private dumps on the possibility 
that they might be in possession of 
rare types, eagerly sought after by 
collectors.
